Ts eyes are hypnotic, the body 
language weary. Paul McGann’s 
angular frame is slumped in 
front of me as we attempt an 
interview in the massive 
warehouse which has been 
converted into the interior of the 
TARDIS. He is patently exhausted 
as the gruelling filming schedule 
nears its completion. The long wig 
he wears as the Doctor is matted 
with sweat and make-up, his face 
streaked with grime. 

Where are the smooth good 
looks, the air of studied calm so 
familiar to Paul McGann watchers?

The slow grin 
spreads, lighting up his features and 
warming the pale blue eyes. The faint 
Scouse accent, the easy charm are 
both reassuringly there.

The Time Rotor

At the end, he can’t quite 
bring himself to stay, so he asks 
Grace to go with him - it’s all very 
romantic!” 


TELL ME ABOUT DAPHNE! 
She’s the daughter of 
poc | actor/director Buddy 
JEN 1 Ashbrook and grew up in 
San Diego, California. 
WHAT IS HER SPECIALITY? She began acting 
at the age of six, but she’s also a very talented 
singer, ballet and tap dancer.
